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MANITOBA STEPS OUT. 

Manitoba hns reneged. ‘‘Deserted’’ in the 
language of Mr. H. W. Wood. Anyway, it is no 
longer among the prospective subjects of the 
wheat board. The Provincial Legislature stepped 
clear of that project on Friday, when it refused to 
pass the bill which would have made Manitoba a 
partner with Alberta and Saskatchewan in the 
enterprise. It was not a case of the Government's 
followers bolting and wrecking the measure. In 
point of fact the Ministers killed the bill them- 
selves. They never had much use for it, and in 
the end it was from them that it got the finishing 
blow. When Premier Bracken laid the foundling 
on the table of the Legislature he probably repu- 
diated it,told the members to do what they pleas- 
ed with it, and intimated that the Government 
would not lose any sleep if they strangled it. 
Which is just what the members proceeded to 
do,-with the able assistance of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, the Provincial Treasurer and the Minister of 
Agriculture, and a supporting detachment from 
the United Farmer group large enough to make 
sure of the job. The Premier of course voted for 
the bill; so did the Provincial Secretary, end 
eighteen of their followers. That evidently for 
appearance sake, to preserve party solidarity as 
much as possible, and to keep the U.F. locals from 
going into rebellion. But when the Minister of 
Agriculture said the wheat board would not be 
good for the Provincial finances, and the Attor- 
ney General said his legal conscience would ‘not 
stand for sweeping away civil rights and confis- 
cating the provincial wheat crop, they sealed the 
doom of the wheat board so far as Manitoba was 
concerned, 

Taking it all round, the play was well staged, 
and carried through without a hitch. The Premier 
introduced the bill, as he said he would do, and 
no irate farmer can get up and throw a broken 

ledge in his face at an inconvenient moment. 

he U.F.M. group in the Legislature polled three-. 
quarters of its votes for the bill, thus heading off 
any claim that the party had broken faith with 
the organization, But the measure was duly, 
neatly and permanently dispatched. And nobody 
suffers in consequence. The Government has not 
resigned, and doesn't intend to. The three Minis- 
ters who condemned the bill by their speeches and 
killed it by their votes have not given up their 
portfolios. No one took any responsibility for the 
measure or shuulders any blame for what hap- 
pened to it. The proposal to risk some eight mil- 
lions of the taxpayers’ money in a speculative en- 
terpriso was brought in without anyone assuming 
responsibility and kicked out without anyone 
losing his salary or place. What more could the 


what are the pro-wheat board farmers to do about 
It? The U. F. Government could have carried the 
bill if it had wanted to. It didn’t want to and 
didn’t do it; but it neatly side-stepped the pen- 
alty for short-changing its supporters, and con- 
tinues to hold office. If the United Farmers do 
not. want that kind of government they ought to 
change the manual of party principles and go 
back to the idea of Ministerial responsibility for 
what is done to the public. 

Because Manitoba has dropped out of the line- 


> wp it does not necessarily follow that Alberta and 


Saskatchewan will give up the project. In fact 
Premier Greenfield suggests that ‘‘the only thing 
to do’’ is for these two provinces to go ahead with 
the undertaking. Not by any means is that the 
only thing that can be done. With all reapect, it 


' ig not even the thing that is most likely to be done.

Neither the Government of Saskatchewan nor the 
Government of Alberta has any more faith in the 

racticability and profitableness of a wheat 
board than the Government of Manitoba has. That 
has been made plain enough by the heads of both 
Governments. If it is not safe or worth while 
for the province of Manitoba to go into a wheat 
board scheme supported by all three prairie prov- 
inces it certainly is etill leas safe and less worth 


, while for the other two provinces to undertake to 


carry such a echeme by themselves. If Manitoba 
will not risk one-third the necessary capital and 
responsibilty for losses, there are obvious reasons 
why the Alberta Government should not risk one- 
half. If the Manitaba farmers are to bo individu- 
ally free to sell wheat to whom they please, when | 


they please, and for what they please, the pros- 
pect that a wheat board would be able to hold up 
either the Canadian cczsumer or the oversea buyer | 
for a high price is very remote. And if wheat 
grown by a Manitoba farmer belongs to himself 
there is no moral ground wpon which to adminis. 
tratively declare that the wheat grown by an 
Alberta or Saskatchewan farmer belongs to a 
public wheat board. By the time Premior Green- 
field and Premier Dunning have got through con- 
ferring on the subject it seems entirely probable 
that thy will have reached the conclusion that 
these two provinces had better keep out of a 
wheat gamble in which Manitoba will not risk a 
one-third interest. 


BOTH PROPS GOING. 

Troubles seem to be multiplying for Premier 
Drury. His United Farmer supporters have re- 
volted because they claim he has been trying to 
engineer a coalition of their party with the Lib- 
erals. And now the executive of the provincial 
Liberal association says it would’nt coalesce any- 
way, and will run a candidate in every constitu- 
ency against the Government. The Premier has 
probably heard about what happened to the man 
vine tried to sit on two milking stools at the same 
ime, 


A GOOD TIME TO QUIT. 
Mr. De Valera says he is going to stop the war. 
In view of his present situation and prospects that 
would seem to be an eminently sensible proceed- 
ing on his part. For some weeks now the Gov- 
ernment troops have been scouring the country 
for him, and the ‘‘republican” leader is issuing 


his proclamatoins from somewhere in hiding. Dis- 
aster hag overtaken many of his lieutenants and 
considerable numbers of his followers, and the 
special courts seem to have been imposing the 
death penalty upon captured ‘‘dissidents’’ with 
regularity. Mr. De Valera evidently has no in- 
clination to share the fate that hae fallen so many 
of his deluded followers and proposes to save him- 
self by making terms. 


A QUESTION OF FACT. 


Mr. H. W. Wood says the Attorney General 
of Manitoba was talking ‘‘nonsense’’ when he said 
that the wheat board bill would place a restraint 
upon trade and interfere with the liberty of the 
producer to sell his wheat. It is not the duty of 
outsiders to meddle ina family dispute, or to ob- 
ject to remarks which the head of the United 
Farmers of Alberta may see fit to make about the 


United F'armer Minister of Manitoba. But as the 
wheat board is to do its gambling with public 
funds, it may be allowable for gentiles to hold 
opinions as to which of the disputants has the 
better of the argument. And in this case the facts 
are with the Manitoba Minister, and the explain- 
ing will have to be done by Mr. Wood. The whole 
purpose of the compulsory clauses of the bill is to 
restrain trade and abolish the farmer's freedom 
1o dispose of his wheat, and it goes the whole way 
in that direction. Once the board is brought into 
existence the Alberta farmer will be forbidden by 
law to sell his wheat, barter it, or make any dis- 
position of it other than to deliver it to the board 
and take what the board sees fit to give him for 
it. If that is not restraining trade and interfering 
with the farmer’s liberty to sell his product, just 
how would Mr. Wood go about it to stop the 
; Wheat trade and put economic hobbles on the 


wheat-grower!?
